N e w Y o r k , October 14th—A nother for­ 
tune has slipped through the fingers of 
John L. Sullivan like water. The $20,000 
which he received as a reward for his vic­ 
tory over K ilrain is gone, and Sullivan, 
with a mistress and thousands of dollars of 
debts on his hands, is dependent once more 
on his friends for enough to get a drink. 
All he wants now is a chance to make an­ 
other pile, and with the usual string of 
good resolutions he has started in once 
more to replenish his pocketbook. W hen 
the articles of the K ilrain fight were signed 
in Toronto Sullivan had to borrow $1,000 
to get there. H is training expenses were 
paid by his backers. W hen the fight was 
over he left New Orleans with $4,800. At 
Nashville he was arrested, and it took 
$3,G00 to free h im —$2,500 to lawyers who 
talked wisely and $1,100 to the Court of­ 
ficials and the boys who did the real work. 
Chicago’s great spree cost him $000, and his 
pocket was picked of nearly $400. 
H e had 
to borrow money to get to New York. 
W hen the stake money was received by 
him in New York John L. began the 
princely act again. It was commonly sup­ 
posed that John L. got the whole of the 
$20,000 of stake money, but Charley Jo h n ­ 
son and Jim W akely failed to present 
Sullivan with their winnings on the stake. 
Jim W illett, of the Illustrated Aeivs, how­ 
ever, did give his $5,000 stake and win­ 
nings. 
This made Sullivan’s receipt from 
the stakes only $15.000. 
The champion 
established him self at 
the 
Vanderbilt 
House with eleven retainers, all of whose 
expenses he paid, and nothing was too 
good for them . 
Sullivan was arrested by 
Governor Lowry’s minions, and, accom­ 
panied by a chosen few, returned to his old 
battle-ground. 
H e paid all the expenses 
of the trip. 
H e returned to the V ander­ 
bilt and enjoyed the same high living. 
H e returned to Boston with $2,000, all 
that rem ained of his sm all fortune. 
As 
soon as he reached Boston his creditors 
presented their bills, but John L. could not 
pay all and wanted to have more fun out 
of his sm all fortune. 
H e went to Crescent 
Beach, and now owes over $15,000 to hotel­ 
keepers, wine men, clothiers and snorting 
friends. 
H e is $15,000 in debt, yet within 
six years he has made from benefits and 
fights nearly $250,000. H is mistress, Annie 
Livingston, says that he will yet die a 
pauper. 


R A N C H O D E L P A S O . 


T h e S a c r a m e n to H o r se s R u le th e D a y o n 
th e A m e r ic a n T u rf. 


N e w Y o r k , October 14th.—The racing 
season in this part of the country is virtu­ 
ally at ¡an end. 
One Californian will re­ 
turn with very heavy winnings, but the 
greater num ber and 
those among the 
luckiest in former seasons are large losers. 
J. B. Haggin of Rancho del Paso has, with 
the exception of the Dwyer Brothers, prob­ 
ably made more money than any man on 
tbe Eastern track. H is purse will net over 
$125,000, and no one can tell how large 
were his own winnings backing his own 
horses, but they cannot be less than an 
equal am ount. 
This puts Haggin in the 
first ranK among California track men and 
throws to the rear E. J. Baldwin and Sena­ 
tor Hearst, while far behind in the strag­ 
glers comes Porter Ashe, who has here 
been dubbed the “Berry W all of the track.” 
E. J. Baldwin was m et in the Hoffman 
House Saturday evening and asked what 
he would do in the future—keep up his 
stable or desert the track ? 
H e declared 
that he had no intention of deserting tbe 
track, although this year he had not made 
enough 
to 
pay 
his 
expenses, which 
am ounted to $50,000 or $60,000 a year. 
“For the last four years,” said he, “ I 
have made a good $100,000 each year, but 
this has been a bad season for me. 
I had 
no fast three-year-olds and the parses were 
for them . I don’t think of going oat of 
business, however, and as proof of that 
here is m y contract w ith Barnes for next 
year. H e is now in my employ and will 
make things hum when the track op ms 
again.” 
Barnes is said to have a contract 
for $10,000 a year and a percentage on the 
winnings of horses. 
A prom inent sporting man who was met 
in the Sturtevant House last evening esti­ 
mated Senator H earst's losses at nearly 
$100,COO. “Of course,” said he, “not all of 
this went into the care and training of 
animals, but the Senator bad great faith in 
many of his entries and bet heavily on his 
own horses, which were beaten. In one 
race the Senator had two horses entered 
and bet on one while the other took the 
race, m aking him a heavy loser. 
It is only 
within the last four weeks that his horses 
haye made any winnings, and those have 
been totally unexpected by him or any one 
else ” 
Baldwin left to-day with his stable 
for California. 


D IL L O N ’S O P IN IO N . 


T h e M en YVlio A r e C h a r g e d W ith C r o n in ’s 
M u r d e r W ill h e C o n T ieted . 
P hiladelphia, October 14th.—Tbe start­ 
ling facts published in connection with the 
indictm ent of several prom inent politicians 
in Chicago for the attempted bribery of 
jurors iu the Cronan case created a sensa­ 
tion here. Speaking of the matter, Luke 
Dillon said : 
“ I have been expecting such 
a startling denouement as this ever since 
the efforts of Prosecutor Longenecker to 
secure a jury in the Cronin case began. 
The m urderers’ friends know that the men 
who are charged with tbe crime could not 
escape otherwise. The sum and substance 
of the whole m atter is, the men who are 
charged with Cronin's m urder will be con­ 
victed. The evidence against them is over­ 
whelming, and while the jury may fear 
the fate of CroniD should they find a ver­ 
dict of guilty, they will be buoyed up bv 
the knowledge of the fact that to fail in 
their duty woula be to excite suspicion and 
briog upon them judicial condem nation.” 


T H E G R A N D JU R Y IN V E S T IG A T IN G . 


C h ic a g o , October 14th.—The Grand Jury 
was impaneled this morning to hear further 
evidence in the Grand Jury bribery case. 
Bailiffs H anks 
and 
Solomon, Ganger, 
O’Donnell and Tom Kavanagh were called 
in and testified. 
It is understood that Kavanagh and 
lawyer Beggs, on trial for tne Cronin m u r­ 
der, made a full confession, at any rate 
this afternoon the Grand Jury returned in ­ 
dictments against John Grafiam, the clerk 
and confidential man for the noted crim i­ 
nal lawyer, A. S. Trude, for complicity iu 
the jury bribing conspiracy, and also true 
bills against the six men indicted Saturday. 
Graham was arrested last night. 
Graham was the man to p at np the 
money with which to bribe the jurors. 
It 
is fs erted by Judge Longnecker that the 
evidence against him is very conclusive. 
After presenting the indictments tbe Grand 
Jury adjourned for the afternoon, but the 
State’s Attorney says the case by no means 
ends with the present indictm ent, but will 
be more far-reaching than the most san­ 
guine can suppose. Other indictm ents may 
be expected in short order. 
Saiii cine of the State’s Attorney’s assis­ 
tants to-day: “ Ba ills Solomon and H anks 
and Tom Kavanagh have agreed to tell all 
they know regarding the plot. 
We are 
sure therefore of reaching the head and 
front of the conspiracy.”

I m m e r s e W in n in g s M a d e b y t h e C o lo r ed 
R a c e -T r a e k C o n tin g e n t. 


N e w Y o r k , October 14th.—Tbe absorb­ 
ing topic of conversation around the hotels 
and wfieiever race-goers gather is the im ­ 
mense winnings made during the racing 
season just closed by the colored contin­ 
gent. It was freely said that a raring trust, 
composed of colored riders, owners and 
sporting men has been iu operation all the 


season, and that while betters have been 
badly left, tfie dark-skinned conspirators 
rooed in the money. A striking example 
of this was shown on Friday last when 
Robert Campbell, the colored owner of a 
horse called Protection, and who is said to 
be a prom inent member of the racing trust, 
went into the Garfield Bank with a valise 
in each hand and made a deposit of $2,8,­ 
000. 
“ T hat’s pretty good for a man who 
started out at the beginning of the season 
with a five-dollar bill,” he said to the hotel 
man. 
Another colored depositor at the Garfield 
Bank was 
tlliam Walker, who is said to 
act as a betting agent for the trust. H e 
made a deposit of $14.000 with the noncha­ 
lance of; a man paying for a shine. A t the 
Coleman House yesterday a group of racing 
men were excitedly talking over the pecul­ 
iar features of the season’s races. “Ex-Gov­ 
ernor Pinchback of Louisiana is at the head 
of the trust,” said, one and his winnings 
am ount to m any thousands of dollars this 
season. The other members of the trust 
are the colored jockeys Henderson, Allen, 
H am ilton, Stephenson, M urphy and Ray, 
and two men who place the wagers. Bob 
Campbell and Bill W alker. 
On the open­ 
ing day cf the New York Jockey Club the 
c 
*rua^ ^ad things their own way, 
and $200,000 is said to be none too high an 
estimate of their winnings.

B a l t i m o r e , October 14tb.—W illiam Eb- 
bert of Middleburg, Carroll countv, Md., 
was Hogged by W hite Caps Saturday night. 
About a m onth ago his young wife bad 
him arrested for beating her, ami subse­ 
quently she left him and returned to her 
father’s home. Ebbert, after trying in vain 
to induce her to return, asked several of his 
supposed friends if they would assist him 
in a movement to take her by force. They 
pretended to sym pathize with him and 
offered to organize a party of men to go 
masked to Mrs. Ebbert's home and demand 
of her father that he turn her over to her 
base husband. They were to threaten to 
fire the house if the husband’s demand was 
not granted. 
Saturday night a dozen men gathered at 
Ebbert’s house, and three men who had 
pretended to be his friends offered to go 
ahead of the party and learn w hether the 
wife's father or any one was on guard. 
Ebbert and the other's followed, and when 
about midway, in a dense wood, three men 
in w hite caps sprang out into the road, 
seized Ebbert and coolly informed him that 
they were going to give him the soundest 
thrashing of his life. They also accused 
him of stealing. 
H e turned to his party, 
entreatm g their assistance, when, to his 
surprise, the whole crowd laughed at him , 
and he realized that he had been trapped 
by his friends. 
He tried to break away, but was held by 
a couple of stalw art fellows while the others 
flogged him unmercifully. 
Finally he was 
released, but several of the crowd pursued 
him with whips until he jum ped into the 
creek and escaped. 


M O N T A N A E L E C T IO N . 


A ll t h e S ilv e r B o w C o u n ty P r e c in c ts a r e 
to b e R e -c o u n te d . 
H elen (Mont.), October 14th.—A dis­ 
patch from Silver Bow county says the 
Board of County Commissioners finished 
their labor of counting the votes at the re­ 
cent election at 5 o’clock last night, but the 
result of the count is not yet obtainable, 
aud will not be made public till some time 
to-day. Nearly every precinct out of thirty- 
three in that county will be contested, and, 
if they are thrown out it will elect six or 
seven Republican Representatives from Sil­ 
ver Bow county. 
Choteau county gave majorities on the 
State ticket about even. On the county 
ticket the Republican candidates of Repre­ 
sentatives, Commissioners, Sheriff, Treas­ 
urer and Coroner are elected, while the 
Democrats secured the State Senator, tbe 
Clerk of Court, one Commissioner, the 
County Attorney and Superintendent of 
Public Schools. 
Missoula gave Republican majorities on 
the State ticket, with the exception of H ar­ 
wood (Rep.), Bickford (Dem.), his oppon­ 
ent, having about 200 majority. 
Dawson county went straight R epubli­ 
can. 
Yellowstone county went Republican 
by large majorities. Tbe official count in 
this county fias not been completed. Sev­ 
eral precincts are being contested.

which, it is argued, are onlv so manv co­ 
teries at variance with each' other and de­ 
tracting from the power of the Left as a 
whoie. 
I. Efitajette 
Jules Perry’s organ, 
and Joseph Iteinoch in La RevuÚi>/tte Fr>. 
caise, are the leaders in this campaign, and 
Ribot has also spoken in its favor. 
The effect expected from this suppression 
of various groups will be to weaken the 
action of the extreme parties of the Cham­ 
ber. It is alao stated that a fairly large 
num ber of Deputies of the Right will re­ 
fuse to join any groups, and will remain 
independent members, even if. as is prob­ 
able, a nnion of the Rights be again formed. 
These Deputies, being the more moderate 
members of their party, may be led to sup­ 
port a moderate Republican Cabinet. A 
num ber of radical Deputies, moreover, are 
disposed to tone down their demands, or at 
any rate defer them for the nonce and vote 
with the Cabinet, which would undertake 
a practical business programme. 
The Radical party, tor that matter, is 
m uch less formidable than it was last 
session, both in num ber and authority. 
One of its chiefs who was noted for his 
bitter opposition to Ferry and his friends 
has lost his seat in the Chamber, and the 
personal influence of Clemenceau has re­ 
ceived several severe blows. As for Flo- 
quet, it will be easy to make him harmless 
by electing him to the post of President of 
the Chamber, for which he is well qual­ 
ified. 
The Opportunists will give hint 
their votes rather than run the risk of hav­ 
ing him for a Minister. 
In this way a certain body of politicians, 
notably those most under the influence of 
Ferry and Rouvier, hope to weaken the 
Extrem e Left and assure a majority fora 
M inistry composed of members of the 
Center, and guard it from such politicians 
as those which provoked so m uch trouble 
last session.

London. October 14th.—Now that the 
Shah of Persia has returned to his own 
kingdom, the London Times announces 
that, while the Shah’s former visit pro­ 
duced no tangible beneficial results, the 
present visit tyill not prove similarly barren 
and disappointing. 
It has evidence of a 
concession granted by the Shah to Baron 
Julius de Reuter for the formation of a 
State bank under the style of the Im perial

London, October 14th —Great real estate 
owners like the Duke of W estminster are 
opposing with all the means in their power 
improvements involving the sequestration 
of ground in the heart of the ciiy for wid­ 
ening some streets and piercing new thor­ 
oughfares to relieve the congested state of 
some of the main avenues of traffic. 
The new outlet from the Strand to Hol- 
born will involve the ¡demolition of a line 
of buildings, not very ornam ental to be 
sure, but yielding large rentals, and the 
owners are frantic with indignation at 
what they do not hesitate to call robbery. 
The am ountof compensation in such cases 
is always unsatisfactory, and it is certain 
that the scheme for street improvements 
wi¡! bring upon the heads of tbe Council a 
perfect avalanche of law suits.

or m ountain pasture, iu charge of the 
women and girls of the village, to the 
number of about 500, anil two men. 
Ou 
July 31st the encampment was suddenly 
surrounded bv the Kurds. 
The men were 
slaughtered in cold blood : all tiie women 
and gtrls were violated; five, who made 
the most resistenee, were killed, one preg­ 
nant woman under circumstances of atro­ 
cious cruelty, which 1 shrink from deserib- 
ing in the pages of this Hrvieu; another 
slowly put to death by repeated hanjar 
thrusts, and several more wounded. 
T he 
unfortunate women were then stripped en­ 
tirely naked, and left in that state to m ake 
their way back to Ashitha. 
The object of this terrible outrage was 
attained. 
The Sheikh trom Aniudia had 
been preaching a general mass acre of 
4 hnstians, and the Kurils intended to 
arouse the T iari that they m ight have an 
excuse for slaughtering tliein. ' The T iari, 
wild and uncivilized as they are, were 
maddened 
by 
grief and 
indignation, 
l athers, husbands and brothers seized 
.heir tiint-lock 
guns and prepared to 
avenge the honor of the outraged women. 
Against them there were then assembled a 
host of Kurds, to the number of at least 
10,600 men, most of them armed with 
M artini and other modern rifles, sufficient 
not only to reivl the feeble attack of the 
Tiari, hut also to force the entrance to the 
valley. 
Up to August 19th, the Turks 
showed no signs of interfering, when Mr. 
Brown sent a messenger across the Persian 
frontier to Canon Maclean, the head of 
the Archbishop’s Mission at Urmi, witlt a 
letter concealed in his turban. The Canon 
instantly telegraphed to H . B. M.’s Con­ 
sul-General at Tabriz, and the Turkish 
authorities in the province of V an, hear­ 
ing of the publicity given to the affair, at 
last took steps to disperse the Kurds, and 
to prevent the im pending massacre. 
A\ hilst these events were passing, Dr. 
Cliolmeley and I arrived at Urmi from 
England, and proceeded at once to Ko- 
chanes, where we found the T iari chiefs, to 
the number of twenty, assembled at the 
Patriarch s residence to consider means for 
their defense.

T h e question of the insulation of elec­ 
tric light wires is at the present tim e one 
of profound interest.

ported as saying that they canuot be placed 
in subways and rendered harm less—th at is,

lated. 
We are disinclined to believe that 
Mr. Edison has gone to that extent. 
Cer­ 
tainly insulation must prove equal to the 
emergency that apparently demands the 
removal of overhead wires in the larger 
c ities; in the smaller ones it is not a mat­ 
ter of so much consequence. 
Ocean cables 
r.re successfully insulated, though it is true 
th a t the currents sent over them are not of 
such intensity as those used in electric 
lighting. 
There certainly will be evolved 
cm eans of herm etrically sealing wires 
ground passage, and so casing 
ill not lie in contact with 
f inclosure— in fact, be as 
as in the overhead sys- 
anv such system will be 
“, and correspondingly aug- 
¡t of the electric light, and 
its beneficence. 
The whole

Perhaps, too, the people are over-

deaths from contact with these wires have 
been proportionately in excess of those 
caused by other conveniences of the day. 
Men are suffocated by illum inating gas, 
and killed by its explosion ; 
lives are lost 
in powder works, despite the utmost pre­ 
cautions to prevent accidents ; steam num ­ 
bers its victims by the hundred every 
year. 
The chief objection to the overhead 
wires in large cities is, after all, because of 
the networks resulting from their m ulti­ 
plicity, which render the efforts of firemen 
futile very often in the endeavor to save 
property from destruction by fire. 
If some 
means is found for the massing of electric 
light and telephone wires, and those used 
for sim ilar purposes, it is probable that the 
demand for their burial in subways will 
be modified, and a new system of suspen­ 
sion overhead be accepted. 


T h e story comes by wire that Sullivan, 
the slogger, is “broke; ” th at he has not 
enough to procure a glass of cheap beer, 
and that lie is dependent upon the charity 
of a few friends. 
Inside of six years he 
has squandered over a quarter of a million 
of dollars, and is now in debt some $20,000.

Tbe 
gallows is being prepared at Placerville on 
which they are to be executed for the parts 
they enacted in the tragedy that took place 
on the Lowell ranch a year ago. One ruan 
has already suffered the death penalty 
theretor—John Henrv 
Myers — he who 
planned tbe crime and led in carrying it 
out. At the time the men were convicted 
the popular belief was that all were equally 
guilty, but of late a marked chaDge of sen­ 
tim ent has taken place 
in Placerville 
El 
Dorado 
county, 
have 
come to the 
Drager 
and 
Olsen 
in the matter, they 
do not deserve to be hanged for their part 
in the affair that resulted in the m urder of 
John Lowell, but that their sentences 
should be commuted to im prisonment for 
life. Petitions have been forwarded to the 
Governor, urging him to interpose his 
authority and save them , aud District At­ 
torney Bennett has laid before him two 
separate arguments why, iu his opinion, 
Messrs Drager and Olsen should not be 
executed. These argum ents have not, be­ 
fore to-day, been made public, but are 
given below. In a note to the R ecord- 
Usion, under date of yesterday, District 
Attorney Bennett writes: “ Inasm uch as 
Governor W aterman, in denying a com­ 
mutation of sentence to Olsen "and Drager, 
from death to life imprisonment, has done 
so through the public press, I deem it right 
to afford you for publication the com m u­ 
nications that I, as District Attorney of El 
Dorado county, and as an individual, ad­ 
dressed to tbe Governor in behalf of these 
unfortunate m en.” The letters are as fol­ 
lows : 
P l a c e r v il l e , Novem ber 17,1SSS. 
lion. R. W. Waterman—D e a r Si r : A petition 
of citizens of this county praying for the com ­ 
m utation by your Excellency of the sentence of 
death pronounced upon John Olsen and W illiam 
Drager, iu the Superior Court of this county, on 
tbe — day of October, A. D. 1888, to im prison­ 
m ent for life, has been presented to m e for my 
signature and I have signed the sam e. From 
the laet ot my holding tne position of District 
Attorney in this county, aud in th at capacity 
having conducted the prosecution agaiust these 
m en, it is due to your Excellency, to m yself 
and to the delendants, th at I should state the 
reasons th at have im pelled m e to join w ith 
other citizens of the county in asking com m uta­ 
tion of sentence for these defendants. 
As the entire evidence in the case is before 
you. it is unnecessary and w ould be unbecom ­ 
ing in me to obtrude upon you my views of the 
weight of the testim ony. 
' 
I wish, however, unequivocally to declare 
th at I believe th a t the evidence fully justified 
the verdict of the jury, and under the im m uta­ 
ble principles of law, which it w as the duty -of 
the Judge to adm inister, he h ad uo alternative 
Lut to deuy the m otion for a new trial, and I 
do not wish my action in signing the petition 
for a com m utation o i sentence to be considered 
in the slightest degree as reflecting upon the 
justice of the verdict or the judgm ent of the 
Court, but of w hich I. in behalf of the people 
streuuously urged and dem anded. 
’ 
If I betieved that action by the Executive in 
this case would be undoing the work of the jury 
or Judge, or an indirect censure upon either of 
them . 1 would be the last to request such action 
as 1 believe your Excellency would be the last’ 
to take it. This, in my opinion, how ever is a 
case, owing to its own peculiar circum stances 
peculiarly appealing to the clem ency of the E x­ 
ecutive, a case in w hich Judge and jury have 
nobly done th eir duty, and yet a duty still re ­ 
m ains to the Executive. 
There has arisen in 
the case a m atter for the consideration of the 
Executive, th at h a 9 occurred subsequent to the 
trial and conviction, and w hich was of such a 
nature as to be unavailable to the defendant 
upon a motion for a new trial. 
The record shows that prior to his conviction 
the defendant Meyer had m ade num erous state­ 
m ents, one of which was under oath, m ade at 
Ills prelim inary exam ination before the com ­ 
m itting m agistrate, in w hich he im plicated 
his codefendants, Olsen and Drager. both in the 
conspiracy to ste a lth e sto c k ot Lowell and as 
actually participating in bis m urder; hut after 
Meyer, Oisen and Drager had been jointly tried 
and convicted, Meyer m ade ail affidavit assum ­ 
ing the entire guilt of the crim e, and exonerat­ 
ing the other defendants from auv participation 
111 the m urder or previous knowledge of it, and 
also from any share in any conspiracy to steal 
Lowell’s stock. 
This affidavit was m ade the basis of a motion 
for a new trial for the two defendants, ulseu 
and Drager, but under well settled rules of law 
wTnch regarded the failure of Olsen and Drager 
to place Meyer upon the stand at the trial as a 
witness in th eir behalf as laches, and also 
looked upon his affidavit as com ing from an en­ 
tirely discredited witness, the court could not 
grant the motion. 
1 he couduct of Meyer, however, in assum ing 
the entire guilt of the crim e and exonerating 
the other defendants, has raised a doubt in the 
m inds of most persons fam iliar w ith the case 
so far as 1 have heard expressions of opinion on 
the subject as 10 the guilt of his co-defendants, 
and to my m ind, this is an abiding doubt that 
finds no satisfactory solution in the evidence in 
the case or in the relations of the m en to one 
another. 
There have been instances in which tom e one 
or more persons charged with crim e have been 
willing from personal devotion to others, to a s­ 
sum e the entire guilt aud exonerate the others 
but in this case m any reasons forbid the enter­ 
taining any belief either of collusion among 
the deiendauts in the nature of a secret under 
standing th at one should suffer for all, or of any 
idea of a generous self-devotion on the part ol 
Meyer. 
* 
The defendants have never had any opportu­ 
nity to arrive at any such understanding; tor sooa 
after th e crim e was com m itted, they separated, 
and Ol-eo and Drager uever saw M cn-r again 
untA,.- 
r “!l were arrested: they were arrested 
a t diflerent tim es and places, and after their ar 
rest were confined entirely apart trom one au- 
oiher, and never perm itted to confer to g d h -ro r 
have any com m unication w ith one another ex ­ 
cept on one occasion during th eir trial, w hen 
they were all brought into one room aud al­ 
lowed to see th eir attorneys together for a few 
m inutes, the Sheriff standing in the adjoining 
room wit a the door open. After this, they had 
110 further com m unication up 1 1 the tim e M erer 
voluntarily declared th a t he was the only guilty 
one, M hich occurred uuder the following circum ­ 
stances; 
The jury brought in th eir verdict o f gniltv 
against lhese,deieudantsst ab o u t2oclock in the 
m orning, aud upon being rem oved trom the 
Iqurt-room to the jail, Meyer, as soon as he was 
w ithin the j it1, said to the Sheriff, who had him 
in c h a -g e : " i t these two m en are b u n s (refer­ 
ring to Olsen and Iirager). they haug two inno­ 
cent men. N either of them knew that Lowell 
was to be killed until 1 killed him , and 1 kil ed 
lnm m yself.” At an early hour of the same 
m orning, shortly alter daybreak, the defendant

There was no opportunity for any person act­ 
ing for the defeudauts to have arranged for the 
action taken bv Meyer, f r the defendants were 
entirely friendless aud had only been iu this 
í',OUn.'.rf IQffiort tim e, and, as I am inform ed by 
the Sheriff of the county, noi a single person 
having any acquaintance with either of the de­ 
fendants visiitd them at an y tim e, whi e they 
w ere in his custody, prior to their conviction 
Moreover, ihe very character of the defend­ 
ants them selves—dull, lieavv, ignorant fellows 
unacquainted w ith our laws and w ith the effect 
o confessions or denials—m akes very unlikely 
any preconcerted arrangem ent th a t after an ad­ 
verse term ination of the joint trial one defend­ 
ant should assume the guilt for all. 
Even more im probable seem s any idea of 
Meyer s sacrificing him self for the benefit of his 
co-defendants. 
Krona the tim e of his* arrest his 
greatest solicitude seem ed to be th at his co- 
delendants should not get off with any less 
p an i'h m cn t thau ne him self received, and hi* 
accusations against them had aroused in them 
a bitter hostility to him , so that thev bought uo 
com m unication w ith him and had only curses 
tor him. 
Last y, the action of Meyer is both consistent 
w ith h u previous repealed a d m itió o s of guilt 
and with the persistent denials ot guilt by o.avu 
and Drager. 
If. ih -u . the avowal ot Meyer he taken as a 
voluntary and spontaneous assum ption of gold 
and exoneration ot his co defendant*, wrung 
from him , it m ay be. by the natural revulsion of

pushing, schem ing fellow- as Meyer, to he ca­ 
joled into sharing and concealing 'the fruits of 
his crim e, to whicli they had not been privy. 
The contrast betw een th e character of Meyer 
aud Olsen is exhibited in a very striking m an­ 
ner in the interview between them in the office 
of Sheriff Drew, on, I believe, the ltith day 
ot 
June, 
1388, 
w hen 
they 
were 
con­ 
fronted together w ith th eir conversation, taken 
down in shorthand by VV. E. Doan. Esq , all th e 
rem arks of both being in the evidence. Olsen’s 
conduct at this interview certainly accords w ith 
w hat Meyer now declares to be the tru th . It is 
not for me to m ake an argum ent iu behalf ot 
these defeudauts: I leave th at to th eir attorneys. 
W hat references I have m ade to the general 
leatur. s of the case have been to indicate to 
your Excellency ihe sources of th at doubt as to 
the guilt of Olsen and Drager. w hich. I have de­ 
clared, has found a place in my m iud subse 
quent to th eir conviction, aud w hich has in- 
uuccd me to join w ith other citizens of this 
county in the petition to your Excellency for 
Executive clem ency. 
This petition 1 have signed, m indful of my 
oflicial position, butm indtul alike of my duly to 
hum anity, believing it a m axim of the law that 
it Is better th at ninety aud nine guilty m en 
should escape th au that one iuuocent m an 
should be punished, and satisfied th a t it is for 
the executive to m eet a contingency such as has 
arisen iu this case, w here Executive action will 
not override or ignore the province of the jury 
or judge, but supplem ent both.

R. W. Waterman—Sir : A petition ask­ 
ing you to com m ute to life im prisonm ent the 
death sentences o f Olsen and Drager has, I am 
inform ed, recently been forwarded to you, and 
taking the deep interest th at I do iu the late of 
these meu. 1 take the liberty of addressing you 
in tb eir behalf. 
I was the District A ttorney of 
Kl Dor&do county w hen the crim e w ith which 
they are charged was com m itted, and I pre­ 
pared and prosecuted the case against them . I 
believe that it is the general sentim ent th at 
everything th at could be done to m ake a prose­ 
cution com plete was done in this case. I know 
th at the zeal was not w anting, and I persoually 
ferreted out the evidence, repeatedly visiting 
the scene of the m urder, on one occasion with 
th e defendant Meyer and on another occasion 
w ith the defendant Olsen, and I had them on 
the ground detail the exact m anner iu w hich 
they claim ed the tragedy was enacted. I was 
present aud heard them m ake a great m any of 
th eir statem ents about the crim e, both in their 
cells, iu the Sacram ento Courts, at the prelim i­ 
nary exam ination, Lowell ranch, so th at I 
leel sure th at no person has had better ODportu- 
nities th au m yself for m astering the case, or 
has avuiled him self of them m ore eagerly and 
industriously. 
Up to th eir conviction I believed th a t all 
three defendants jointly conspired to m urder 
Lowell, because that theory seem ed the most 
natural ext lanation of th eir presence at the 
killing and their subsequent behavior, and was 
substantiated by the persistent declarations of 
Meyer assertiug the joint guilt of him self and 
his com panions 
At, the sam e tim e there was 
in the whole case som ething lacking to produce 
logical conviction satisfying mv m ind of the 
guilt of olsen, and I was never able, im m edi­ 
ately after personally hearing his account of 
the crim e, to believe him guilty until the effect 
ot his sim ple and uuafl'ected statem ent had be­ 
come m erged in the theory ot conspiracy th at I 
kc-pt constantly belore my m ind as the solution 
of the case. 
When, however, the conviction was tollowed 
at once by a com plete retraction by Meyer of 
his charges against his companions, and’under 
th e im m ediate m oral reaction, possible even 
iu Meyer's depraved soul, he m ade an unsolic­ 
ited avowal exonerating Olsen and Drager from 
al com plicity in the m urder, I no longer felt 
any certainty th a t Olsen and Drager had been 
guilty of any other crim e th au th at ol being 
accessories after the tact to the m urder, aud of 
snaring the plunder w ith Meyer, crim es suf 
ficientiy heiuous, but not the crim e of which 
they stood convicted. O sen aud Drager had 
not called Mever a s a w itness in their behalf at 
the trial—and how- could they have done so 
w hen he was denouncing them iu every ac­ 
count th at he gave of the crim e as his accom ­ 
plices—hut by a decision of the Suprem e Court 
of this State th eir failure to call him as their 
w in ess m ade it impossible for them to take ad­ 
vantage of his retraction and disavowal of their 
guilt unou th eir m otion for a new trial 
and 
accordingly the m otion, as a m atter of law , had 
to be denied. 
The Suprem e Court has never passed upon 
the tacts of this esse, because, by some inad­ 
vertence, the attorneys of Olsen aud Drager 
failed to give the District Attorney, my success­ 
or. the two days' Dotiee required by law of the 
tim e ot settling their bill of exceptions, aud as 
be refused to waive the notice, the Court was 
precluded from settling the bill of exceptions, 
and these defendants were com pelled to appeai 
on the judgm ent roll alone. 
Thu judgm ent 
roll presented none of the m erits ot the case 
aud being w ithout error, the judgm ent was nec 
es-arily affirmed by the Supreme Court. 
As I have stated, the assum ption of the entire 
guilt by Meyer, im m ediately after his convic­ 
tion, revived iu my m ind all the lurking doubt 
that from the eommencemewt of the case had 
haunted me as to the com plicity of Olsen and 
Drager in the m urder. 
In order more fully to 
satisfy myself, on the day that Meyer was hung, 
shortly before the hour of his execution, I re­ 
quested the w atcher in charge of him to ask 
him for his final statem ent of Olsen’s and 
Drager’s com plicity iu the m urder of Lowell, 
and m akicg virtually his dying statem ent, 
Meyer said that there was no conspiracy be­ 
tween him self and Olsen and Drager to m urder 
Lowell or steHl his-stock; that the whole crim e 
originated w ith him self, and was executed, so 
far as the killing wa* concerned, w ithout their 
privity, und that after he had killed Lowell he 
persuaded them to join him in stealing the 
stock. 
No reasonable explanation can be given of 
the assum ption by Meyer of the entire guilt of 
killing Lowell, unless it be that it was the truth, 
and such I believe the m ajority of people fa­ 
m iliar w ith this ca c believe it to be. The evi­ 
dence shows th at Meyer, previously to his con­ 
viction, had falsely charged olsen w ith shoot­ 
ing Lowell with a pistol and Drager w ith strik ­ 
ing him in the head with a sledge ham m er, and 
persteted in these charges until his conviction 
marie them useless. The evidence showed that 
Lowell was uot shot w ith a pis:ol and was prob­ 
ably not struck with a sledge-hanjm er, so that 
it is certain th at iu m aking his retraction Meyer 
was rr 
ding w hat had been proved a lie in 
part, at... w hat tb e natural and legal presum p­ 
tion is, was a lie iu toto. 
With reflection upon the facts of this case, a 
F' eat c h a D g e has come over the sentim ent of 
this com m unity regarding it. 
Before their trial 
hanging could uot be quick enough for these 
m eu, but for m any m onths I have uot heard a 
single person say th at he believed Olsen aud 
Drager guilty, w hile I have heard scores ot men 
say that they thought that they ought uot to be 
hung. It is thought th at the law has encoun­ 
tered a crim inal m y-tcry, the legal solution of 
which has been faulty, am i th at to hang these 
men will be a blunder, which your Excellency 
by the wise use of the prerogative vested iu yoti 
for cases like the present, alone has the power 
to avert. 
in a previous letter to your Kxcellencv, I re­ 
ferred at length to the evidence in the case and 
to the grave doubt as to the guilt of Olsen and 
Drager which I then en tertalied . and which I 
believed m ust aftect the m inds of all who had 
m astered the case. Her g now no longer a pub­ 
lic officer, I take this occasion to express most 
unreservedly my profound conviction that these 
men should not ire hung, ami in speaking iu 
th eir behalf, it is not personal feeling tor the 
men more than ordinary hum anity, that influ­ 
ences me. for 1 never excnanged" a friendly 
word w ith either of them , aud have not seen 
them for eleven m ouths, but because, having 
had the most intim are personal connection any 
m an has had w ith the ease, both before, at. and 
►ince the trial, and alter the most protracted 
w restling w ith the m ysteries of the case, I can ­ 
uot say th at I believe Olsen and I 'rsger guilty of 
the cnm e of m urder, and. such being my frame 
of m ind, justice dem ands that I should uot hesi­ 
tate to say to the Governor of this State th a t al­ 
though,as District Attorney of ElD oradocouuty, 
I prosecuted and convicted these m en. vet it is 
probable that justice m iscarried, and thát.in my 
opinion at lea t. the saving power of your Ex­ 
cellency is properly invoked in favor ot Oisen 
and Drager.

MINING GROUND CONTEST. 


A N evad a C ounty C ase S ettled b y th e 
S u p rem e 
C ourt. 
A decision was rendered yesterday by 
the Suprem e Court in the case of Richards 
and others, respondents, vs. Dower and 
others, appellants. The Court says: 
“ This is an action to recover two lots in 
the city of Nevada. 
Plaintiffs had judg­ 
m ent from which aod an order denying a 
new trial defendants appeal. 
“ The facts out of which the case arises 
are as follow s, 
A patent for the town-site 
of Nevada was issued by the United States 
July 1, I860, and whatever title to theselots 
passed by the patent was vested in the plain­ 
tiffs at the commencement of the action. 
“But the defendants claim that the por­ 
tion of the lots which is in tbetr possession 
was not granted by the patent, being re­ 
served or excepted out of its operation by 
reason of the fact—by them alleged—that 
it contained a gold-bearing quartz vein, 
the existence of which was known at and 
before the date of the jiaient, and which 
has since that date been located by them 
in pursuance of the m ining laws of Ihe 
United States. 
"From this general statem ent it will be 
seen that the question to be decided is 
whether or not the premises iu controversy 
w ere reserved out of the land patented for 
a town site. The determination of this 
question involves a construction of the 
laws of the United States relating to town 
sites and mineral lands and a consideration 
of the state of facts existing and known at 
the date of the patent.” 
In concluding its decision, the Court 
says : “ The Court did not err in excluding 
evidence to show that in 1871, after the 
death of Hughes, his interest in tbe W ag­ 
ner ledge was sold under proceedings in 
in probate for $500. The most that such 
evidence 
could 
possibly have 
proved 
was that the purchaser two years after the 
patent thought that Hughes had an interest 
in the vein which was worth $500. As we 
have seen, the vein extended iar beyond 
these lots aud, according to one witness, 
was worked at a point 400 yards distant 
from them in 1876, or thereabouts. Hughes’ 
claim may have included this portion of 
the veiD, but whatever it included, the 
opinion of the purchaser two years after 
the patent is not competent evidence of 
the known or estim ated value of the vein 
at tbe date of the patent. We find no error 
in the record. 
Judgm ent and order af­ 
firmed.” 
The syllabus of the decision shows the 
following conclusions ; 
That an essential elem ent of a gold mine 
is that there should be a uatural deposit oi 
rock or earth containing sufficient quantity 
of goid to adm it of profitable working. 
That even though lands are known to 
contain precious metals if they are in 
quantities too small to justify an attem pt 
to extract them, they are uot properly 
called mineral lands. 
T hat a mine is not reserved in grants 
made under United States patent laws, u n ­ 
less it is not only known, but known to be 
valuable at tbe date of the patent, or dis­ 
covered to be so before the occupation or 
im provem ent of the lots containing them 
for residence or business under the town- 
site law. 
That it does not follow from the fact that 
a ledge was once profitably worked, that it 
must be deemed to have continued valu­ 
able. 
That the Court did not err in excluding 
evidence offered to show that in 1S71, after 
the death of Hughes, his interest in the 
W agner ledge was sold nnder proceedings 
in probate for $500, as that could only es­ 
tablish the purchaser’s opinion of Hughes' 
interest and the ledge, which extended be­ 
yond the lots in question.

c. w. HOYT THREATENS TO SUE THE 
CITY FOE DAMAGES. 


Several M ore O ld A w n in gs C on d em n ed — 


S id ew a lk Im p ro v em en t* — 


U sual C om p lain ts. 


Tha Board of Trustees m et yesterday 
m orning, all the members being present. 
The Chief Engineer of the W ater Works 
reported that 31,383,500 gallons of water 
had been pumped during the past week. 
T he H olly pum p was in operation 85 
hours and the Stevens 102 hours. 
Mayor Gregory stated that Mrs. Thomas, 
at Fifth 
and 
Q streets, 
wished per­ 
mission to relay a wooden sidewalk which 
she had taken up for the purpose of filling 
under it. 
H e told her that she m ight put 
down the old wooden planks, provided she 
used no new lum ber. She proceeded to 
put down the old walk, but he ascertained 
that she was using some new planks, and 
he ordered her to cease work until the 
Trustees could inquire into the matter. 
F. D. Meyers, who owns property on the 
same block, also complained to the Board 
concerning the work which Mrs. Thomas 
was doing. 
Mayor Gregory asked the other members 
what they intended to do in the matter. 
Trustee McLaughlin 
said 
he always 
understood that the lim it on the south was 
P street, and he voted for the ordinance 
supposing that to be a fact. 
He moved 
that Mrs. Thomas be allowed to lay the 
rest of her walk. It was a good solid walk, 
and he thought the Board had better let 
her put the rest of it down. 
Trustee W olf said he didn’t care to vote 
oontrary to the ordinance. 
Upon motion of Mayor Gregory, the 
m atter was laid over temporarily. 
Silas Chance, Road Overseer for District 
No. 11, which includes the Lower Stockton 
road, addressed the Board and stated that 
the county road was now in good condi­ 
tion, but Y street, irom Twenty-seventh to 
Twenty-eighth, was in very bad condition. 
The city, lie said, ought to gravel that block 
and make it passable. 
The request of Mr. Chance was referred 
to the Street Commissioner. 
A Mr. Ryan asked the Board to open the 
alley in the block bounded by R and S. 
Tenth and Eleventh streets, and his request 
was refeired to Trustee McLaughlin. 
A petition was presented asking that 
Twenty-eighth street, from K to F. be 
graded. 
The Mayor stated that a petition to that 
effect had been handed in before, and he 
did not know w hether or not any action 
had been taken. 
The City Engineer was instructed to 
resurrect the old petition, which called for 
the grading of Twenty-eighth street, from 
I toK . 
W . R. Campbell complained that P. Mc- 
H ale had hauled earth in front of his (Mc- 
H ale’s) property on Sixth street, between 
Q and R, and the walk there was now im ­ 
passable. Referred to the Street Commis­ 
sioner. 
Mr. Bergaman appeared before the Board 
and made complaint against the gardener 
of the Plaza. 
He said that he had been ar­ 
rested, at the instance of the gardener, for 
dipping bis fingers in the drinking fount­ 
ain, and bad been confronted by that indi­ 
vidual several times and told to keep away 
from the grounds. 
Upon motion of Mayor Gregory, Berga­ 
man was instructed to make bis charges in 
w riting to the Board, and the gardener will 
then be summoned and both sides of the 
case heard. 
George Brannigan complained to the 
Board that there was no sidewalk in front 
of Siller's property on Thirteenth street, 
between Q and R, and that one was badly 
needed. The m atter was referred to the 
Sidewalk Inspector. 
Sanitary and Building Inspector Starr 
reported the following awnings to be in bad 
c o n d i* # |: Nos. 313, 522, 614, 612, 827 and 
505 J street. 
Frank Driesbach, residing at 725 J street, 
sent in a petition to the Board complaining 
against the bicycle riders. H e said they 
were an intolerable nuisance to him, and 
instead of the machines being silent steeds 
they made a great deal of noise. 
As many 
as torty or fifty at a time paraded on the 
sidewalk by his house and made more of 
a racket than a brass band. 
The Chief of Police was instructed to 
look into the m atter and arrest all persons 
riding bicycles on the sidewalks in that vi­ 
cinity, as the ordinance forbids it. 
Mrs. M. R. Tryon was granted an exten­ 
sion of time in which to lay down a new 
sidewalk in front of the property on Tenth 
and M streets. She gave satisfactory reasons 
for m aking the request. 
Complaint was made abont the condition 
of the sidewalk on the northeast corner of 
Seventh and O streets, and the Sidewalk 
Inspector's attention was called to it. 
Mayor Gregory suggested that the licenses 
for selling liquor be taken away from the 
saloon at the California House, and also 
from the low dives on L street, between 
T hird and Fourth. 
The Chief of Police was ordered to see to 
the matter. 
The Cierk was instructed to advertise for 
3.000 feet of stone sewer-pipe, 18. 20. 24 and 
30 inches in diameter, to be used on the 
Seventeenth-street sewer. 
The following resolutions of intention 
were passed for ordering grading : 
Four­ 
teenth street, from O to E ; K sireet, from 
Twenty-eighth to Twenty-ninth ; Twenty- 
eighth street, from J to K. 
The following street work was ordered 
done: 
Fifteenth street, from H to L, and 
S street, trom Front to Second; alley, 
Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth, O and P." 
The Board at its last meeting, being in­ 
formed that the cement walks of Colonel 
Jam es McNasser and Mr. Nottingham, on 
the west side of Tenth sireet. between L 
and M, were on a diflerent grade, and that 
each had refused to alter their walk, re­ 
quested each of the gentlemen to appear 
yesterday and explain matters. Colonel 
McNasser was present, with several of the 
parties who laid the walk, but Mr. Not­ 
tingham did not sbow up. 
Mr. McNasser 
was ready to explain, but the Board wanted 
Nottingham to be present, and continued 
the heatiug till next Monday. 
If Mr. Not­ 
tingham is not present at that tim e the 
Board will go on and hear the matter. 
C. W . Hoit was again before the Board 
for perhaps the fifteenth time, to ask $300 
damagt - which he says he sustained in the 
value of his property in consequence of a 
sewer which ran through it. The land is 
in the vicinity of the Y-street pump. 
On motion of Trustee McLaughlin, it 
was ordered that $75 be tendered Mr. Hoit 
to cover his damages. 
Mr. Hoit refused to accept that amount, 
and informed the Board that he would 
commence suit im mediately 
for $5,000 
damages.

The regular m onthly meeting of the E x­ 
ecutive Committee of the City and County 
Im provem ent Association was held last 
evening. President Luhrs in the chair. 
There were present Messrs. F. R. Dray, E. 
O. Erlewine, E. K. Alsip, C. H . Hubbard, 
D. A. Lindley, E. R. H am ilton, Dr. Parkin­ 
son, John Batcher, S. H . Tryon, Dr. Shields, 
G. W. Hancock, W . D. Comstock, S. E. 
Carrington, P. E. Platt. 
Various committees were called upon for 
reports, the members of which were not 
present. 
D r. Shields expressed the opinion that 
his committee (on manufactures) had not 
m et often enough to talk over projects. H e 
held that it required constant talk in order 
to develop an industry, and the committee 
had not done enough in the way of m eet­ 
ing and exchanging views. Men were en­ 
dowed with the ability to talk for some 
purpose, 
and 
committees should meet 
nightly and discuss im portant matters. 
H e suggested a paper-mill, woolen factory, 
tannery, paper-box factory and other en­ 
terprises that he thought could be made 
successful. 
Mr. Dray said he would concur in what 
Dr. Shields had said, were it-practicable. 
He did not believe in too much aimless 
talk, but if strangers should come here 
looking up a place to establish factories, 
then the committee should get together and 
endeavor to promote proposed enterprises. 
But to attem pt to talk up enterprises in 
which nobody wanted to enter would be a 
waste of time and energy. 
Dr. Parkinson, from tiie Sewerage Com­ 
mittee, reported that matters were moving 
along, but he thought the Association 
should discourage any attem pt to turn the 
Thirty-first street canal into an inclosed 
aud ensmalled sew er, as it would not work. 
The canal Bhould be m aintained asan open 
waterway and kept clean and in good re­ 
pair. The new brewery will soon be dis­ 
charging into it, also the Scheld brewery, 
and vigilance will be required to keep the 
canal in a condition to prevent the nuisance 
from being increased. In the wet season a 
great quantity of surface water is carried, 
and a sm all covered sewer could not do the 
work. 
Mr. Dray thought that serious attention 
should be given to the sewerage question, 
for we cannot invite manufacturing enter­ 
prises here while there existed a possibility 
that some of those now in existence might 
be stopped for want of sewerage facilities. 
Mr. Alsip looked upon the sewerage 
question as the most im portant one that 
confronts the city. If we do not get some 
system of drainage pretty soon the city will 
be seriously damaged. It is true, our taxes 
are heavy, but the Trustees should have 
courage enough to levy a special tax suf­ 
ficient to inaugurate a proper system of 
drainage. 
Mr. Erlewine thought the committee 
should develop some practical svstem of 
drainage and iay it before the Trustees, 
when they might take some action. 
Mr. Alsip said that ex-City Engineer Bas­ 
sett bad recommended a splendid drainage 
system to the Trustees, bu t the latter had 
taken no action in the premises. The Im ­ 
provem ent Association should act ener­ 
getically in the m atter and demand some 
action at the hands of the city authorities. 
On motion of Mr. Dray, the m atter of 
sewerage was referred to the sub committee, 
to be taken up at an early day. 
Mr. Alsip, from the Perm anent E xhibit 
Committee, made a verbal report to the 
effect that the exhibition building had re­ 
ceived several additions to its display from 
the State Fair. H e thought it all im por­ 
tant that Sacramento should be well repre­ 
sented in the “California on W heels” ex­ 
hibit, and made some practical suggestions 
on the subject. 
S. E. Carrington said that during his 
visit in the East he learned that the “Cali­ 
fornia on W heels” exhibit had created a 
great deal of interest among the people 
back there. H e suggested some plans for 
improving and beautifying the streets, as 
has been done in W ashington. 
Mr. Alsip said that something m ust be 
done in the way of providing funds to col­ 
lect aud prepare a suitable county display 
for the “On Wheels” exhibit. 
H e thought 
that about $200 would be required. 
Both 
the Trustees and the Supervisors should 
appropriate money for the purpose. 
It is 
a m atter that benefits the whole county. 
He moved that Senator Drav, D. A. 
Lindley and G. W. Hancock be added to 
the Committee on Perm anent Exhibit for 
the purpose of attending to the m atter. So 
ordered. 
Mr. Hancock outlined the m anner in 
which the Grangers proposed to entertain 
the members of the National Grange, and 
argued that Sacramento take some steps to 
entertain them while here. A banquet 
would be a good means of bringing them 
in contact with our people. 
He thought 
the Im provement Association should take 
the initiative in the matter. 
Many other 
cities intend to entertain the visitors. 
Mr. Luhrs thought the Mayor of the city 
should see to having the delegates enter­ 
tained. 
Messrs. Alsip and Lindley expressed 
sim ilar opinions. 
The Levee Committee was instructed to 
give prom pt and careful attention to the 
condition of the levees. 
A communication from Ed. R H am ilton 
was read, calling attention 
to various 
methods pursued of obstructing the public 
sidewalks, and other nuisances. The letter 
was fall of valuable suggestions.
